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Groups plan to boycott west-end paper

A Concordia Anti-Apartheid 
group is organizing a boycott of 
The Suburban, a west-end commu- 
nity newspaper which has been 
publishing editorials the group al- 
leges are racist and sexist. 

The boycott is tentatively set to 
begin April 5, with a rally in front of 
the Suburban’s offices. 

Committee member Cathy 
Mann said shehopes to gain enough 
support from media and the com- 
munity to stop circulation. 

“I hope that we an obtain a 
unity of groups in order to fight 
these kinds of attitudes that hurt 
everybody,” Mann said. 

The free weekly, with a circula- 
tion of over 100,000 from West- 
mount to Kirkland, was bought by 
loal businessmen Avi and Amos 
Sochaczevski three years ago. 

Since the two took control they 
have received complaints for their 
alleged attacks on women, natives, 
blacks, francophones and others. 

The editorial Mann objected to 
was entitled “Try to imagine being 
a white South African”, published 
in February. Suburban editor 
Christy McCormick wrote, “It is 
reasonable to predict that we shall 
be hearing more South African ac- 
cents in Canada in the next year or 



two as that country plunges into 
chaos from which its whitetribehas 
held it exempt since the 1 600s, about 
the same time de Maisonneuve 
planted the flag for the white man 
in Montréal.” 

Last March another contentious 
editorial by McCormick entitled, 
“Skinheads result ofdenial oftruth" 
argued that due to feminism, 
“bravery is not rewarded, and per- 
haps that’s why the police just idled 
byat the UofM when the 14women 
were killed. Men’s actions are ne- 
gated, encouraging inaction in cri- 
sis.” 

McCormick said he is not anti- 
woman, but anti-feminist. “I’m the 
only one in the world who will ar- 
gue against feminists these 
days...What if God never meant for 
51 per cent of neurosurgeons to be 
women?” 

“My views are more than anti- 
feminist here - they are anti-BS. 
There is so much of it flying about 
these days in the feminist cause that 
it is rapidly becoming a movement 
based on lies,” wrote McCormick. 

The Suburban, according to 
McCormick, is against 
multiculturalism, the ANC and af- 
firmativeaction, “Our viewsarelike 
Bush and Thatcher." 

McCormick said he is not afraid 
of the proposed boycott. “These 



people don’t represent anyone. 
They may have some weight I can’t 
see or feel.” 

“People that we distribute to 
tend to be on our side, if anyone 
was to do a statistical analysis,” he 
said. 

But Dr. James Lund, a Hamp- 
stead resident, has been trying for 
three years to stop distribution of 
the Suburban to his* house. 

“We are being used to sell adver- 
tising in a newspaper whose deliv- 
ery we have no control over,” he 
said. Lund wants publishers to dis- 
tribute stickers that residents not 
wanting the Suburban could puton 
their doors. w 

Several communitygroupshave * 
written lettersagainst the Suburban | 
editorials.JackJedwaboftheCana- “ 
dian Jewish Congress (CJC), re- ï 
ferred to an editorial on language | 
laws (one writer created an analogy ° 
between Québec of 1990 and Ger- § 
many of 1933). He said the South 
Africa editorial was a “highly inap- 
propriate piece disguised as free- 
dom of the press.” 

But Jed wab said theCJCwill not 
support a boycott. “It is not our 
area of pursuit,” he said, adding 
that they will continue to write let- 
ters. 

Alice Herscovitch, of citizens’ 
rights group Project Genesis, said 
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her organization has been boycott- 
ing the Suburban for a year because 
of its allegedly “homophobic, mi- 
sogynist and divisive editorial 
policy.” 

Sheila Finestone, MP for Mont- 
Royal, is also boycotting. Finestone 



used to run a column in the Subur- 
ban, but stopped, according to her 
office, because she didn’t approve 
of the editorial policy.

New child-care service for low-income women

Several McGill students have re- 
cently been involved in setting up a 
new daycare program for low-in- 
come immigrant mothers who are 
going back to school. 

Unlike regular daycare pro- 



grams, the month old program is 
free and students babysit on a vol- 
unteer basis whenever mothers need 
them. 

“It’s amazing what these women 
have to go through to go back to 
school,” said Rachel Rose, an or- 
ganizer of the project. “They often 



have two jobs, go to school full time 
and have two children.” 

One part of the program works 
out of Project Chance, a housing 
development for singlemotherson 
welfare who are studying. The gov- 
ernment subsidizes Project Chance, 
but there was no daycare on the 



McGill advises incorporation 

Students' Society pressured

Some McGill administrators say it’s time Students’ 
Society incorporated, but according to President Kate 
Morisset they’re jumping the gun. 

“Students’ Society has told theadministration we are 
not ready to incorporate. But I have heard informally 
that the administration might want us to reconsider,” 
said Morisset. 

Students’ Society received a letter in January from 
Sheila Sheldon-Collyer, secretary of McGill’s Senate 
and Board, suggesting that incorporation might be in 
order. 

According to Sheldon-Collyer, “There is no official 
administration stance on incorporating, but I think it is 
necessary to limit the liability of student leaders who 
sign contracts." Sheldon-Collyer referred to recent 
contracts with big corporations like Coke, Morisset 
said. 

Collyer said, “Students’ Society is becoming more 
litigious so their not being incorporated could be a 
problem.” 

But Morisset said the corporate bend of the student 



government is nothing new. “We have been making 
contracts forever. SSMU is growing and corporate 
sponsorship is just part of that,” she said. 

Morisset said she did not know why the adminis- 
tration was eager to see Students’ Society incorporate. 

“We don’t have the financial means without rais- 
ing student fees. It would cost us $60 000 a year just in 
GST and another $400 000 to run the building,” 
Morisset said. Students’ Society would also have to 
pay for the staff benefits now covered by the adminis- 
tration, she said. 

Sheldon-Collyer said itwouldcostStudents’Society 
very little to incorporate as a non-profit body. But 
according to a law student with McGill’s Legal Aid 
Clinic, profits from Gert’s and the Alley could jeop- 
ardize non-profit status. 

The law student, who preferred to remain anony- 
mous, said incorporation costs include GST, registra- 
tion fees and limited liability. “A lot of small businesses 
an’t afford to incorporate." 

Morisset said, “Right now we need more time and 
we have to deal with other priorities, like SSMU’s 
constitution.” But she said she will advise Council on 



premises. 

The other child care service op- 
erates out of the Montréal Wom- 
en’s Center and is mainly for immi- 
grant women who are taking Eng- 
lish, French or assertiveness train- 
ing courses at the Center. 

McGill students set up the serv- 
ice at the Center when they discov- 
ered that immigrant women would 
not take the classes they needed 
unless they could bring their chil- 
dren, and the Center did not have 
enough money to pay for sitters. 

At present there are about thirty 
five children in the program from 
diverse ethnic backgrounds rang- 
ing in age from a couple of weeks to 
nine years old. 

There are about twenty volun- 
teer workers who work for four 
hours every two weeks. Carellin 
Brooks, one of the volunteer sitters, 
said “I think people accuse femi- 
nismofnotbeingpractical.You can 
do this and feel you arc making a big 
difference right away. It is highly 
gratifying for the workers and for 
the mothers and kids as well." 

“It’s a fantastic environment," 
said Celia Moore, a voluntcecr sit- 
ter at Project Chance. “I an’t be- 
lieve how supportive the mothers 
are to each other and the kids get 



alongso well. There are no war toys, 
just crayons, a blackboard and a 
space. It’s a really great place to 
work beause everyone is so enthu- 
siastic and appreciative.” 

McGill has its own daycare 
but parents have to pay for the serv- 
ice. AccordingtoMarilyn Newman 
who works at the McGill Dayare, 
“there is a government subsidy 
program for families with lower 
incomes. They can apply to pay a 
lower fee.” 

There is usually a long waiting 
list at the McGill Daycare, too, es- 
pecially for younger children. 
Newman said that half of the par- 
ents whouscthecentcrarestudcnts 
including several single mothers. 

Rose said, “There is such a de- 
mand for this program. Women 
arc really desperate to get in and we 
an’t place them all.” 

The organizers hope to continue 
the program into the summer and 
next fall. They want to expand night 
time babysitting into women’s 
apartments. 

Theprogram is looking for volun- 
teers, especially women with knowl- 
edge of French or Spanish to work for 
two hours a week. If you are inter- 
ested leave a message at the McGill 
Women's Union, 398-6823.

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Usher goes down with FEUQ

Last week’s referendum decision 
to abandon a provincial student 
federation claimed its first casualty 
when Alex Usher resigned from his 
post as Students’ Society VP 
External, Monday morning. 

Usher was acclaimed to office 
last spring on a platform of 
membership in the fledgeling 
Fédération des Etudiantes 
Universitaires du Québec (FEUQ). 

“My main job was dealing with 
FEUQ, ’’said Usher.’Ttwasmyduty 
to get and keep McGill in FEUQ, 
and that didn’t workout. I no longer 
feel confident representing 
Students’ Society.” 

Several councillors have said 
Usher is personally to blame for the 
referendum outcome, but Students’ 
Society president Kate Morisset 
disagreed. 

Morisset refused to comment on 
whether she supported the 
resignation. "He wanted to resign,” 
she said. “It’s not a matter of right 
and wrong.” 

Michael Temelini, president of 



the newly autonomous Post- 
Graduate Students’ Society (PGSS), 
said, “the referendum was about an 
ineffective and meaningless student 
federation, not Usher." 

“It was unfortunate that he had 
to resign but I don’t think they 
should blame Alex Usher for the 
result," said Temelini. “It’s more 
aboutthefailureofFÉUQtoexplain 
to students why it’s relevant.” 
Incoming VP External, Karla 
MacDonald, said, “Alex felt strongly 
about FÉUQ, and felt that this was 
something he had to do.” 

She said, “The result will make 
my job definitely harder.” But she 
still plans to keep McGill involved 
with the student movement. 

“I’m planningto pursueMcGill’s 
links with other universities, 
whether they are in FÉUQ or not," 
said MacDonald, who worked on 
the campaign to join FEUQ at the 
beginning of the school year. 

McGill only joined FEUQ in 
November, after Usher coordinated 
a ‘Yes’ campaign in the fall 
referendum. The question passed 
with a small margin, as did last

week’s vote, which won by only 13 
votes. 

Usher said the decision to pull 
out doesn’t mean McGill doesn’t 
want to be in FÉUQ. He said, “I 
don’t think it sends any message at 



all.” 

Heblamed thelosson ignorance, 
and “fuck-all in the media.” 
Usher’s successor for the 
remainderofthetermwillbechosen 
at the next council meeting. 



Students walk out on apartheid talk

Last week students walked out in protest 
when a representative of the South African regime 
lectured at Concordia. 

“It was just a platform for racist remarks, 
apologetics for apartheid and patronizing 
lectures," one person said as the audience walked 
out of the talk organized by Concordia Political 
Science Students Association (PSSA). 

"We’ve been talking for 400 years,” Cabral 
Douglas, of the group AKAX, said outside the 
lecture given by Alain Moore, the South African 
vice-consul in Montréal. 

“This platform is just another attempt at 
pacifying people and making them 
think things are getting better," 

Douglas said. 

Apartheid remains unchanged in 
South Africa, according to Gwen 
Schulman of McGill’s Southern 
Africa Committee, which boycotted 
the talk. 

“Some laws have been repealed, 
but Blacks still can’t vote. And even 
if they drop the apartheid laws, there 
will still be economic apartheid. After 
decadesof racist repression, without 
active redistribution of wealth there 
will be no real change.” 

Of over 200 laws known as the 
“pillars of apartheid,” only five have 
been repealed. 

In the talk, Moore tried to gloss 
over thecontinued existence of many 
apartheid laws and racist violence in 
South Africa, saying he wanted to 
focus only on “constitutional issues.” 

But when confronted about 
whetherhesupportsa system of'onc 
person-one vote’, Moore said he 2 
doesn’t. In protest, the audience ^ 
walked out of the lecture hall. z 

“This isn’t a debate," one person £ 
said, rising to leave. “He wants to ÿ 
debatewhetherpeoplehavetheright ^ 
to vote. What’s there to debate?” g 

Audience members said that far 5 
from serving an “educational q 



purpose,” as the PSSA envisaged, the platform 
legitimated apartheid. 

Some audience members were taken aback 
by the way PSSA VP External David Schwalb 
moderated thediscussion. Hecalled one woman 
who rose with a question “lady,” and shouted 
down audience members in the name of giving 
Moore “his right to free expression.” 

At one point, Moore said blacks in South 
Africa have a “tribal” identity, provoking an 
outcry from the audience. Schwalb responded 
to an audience member, who said Moore’s 
comment was racist, by yelling, “That’s not 
expression. That’s perversion.” 

Dan Mdluli, chair of the Pan Africanist 
Congress of Azania’s mission to Canada, told 



the Daj'/ySouth Africa is going through a “critical 
period." The white minority is conducting an 
international campaign to convince the world 
community it is dismantling apartheid, so 
sanctions will be lifted and trade restored. 

Mdluli said the South African regime is 
implementing only superficial reforms with the 
intent of preserving a “neocolonial system of 
power,” in which whites preserve their economic 
power. 

Said Mdluli, “The whole neocolonial structure 
in the world has gained new confidence after the 
success of Bush’s war in Iraq. This will make it 
easier for the white minority in South Africa to 
preserve apartheid.”

Foreign students 
organize against 
fee hike 

International students facing 
an expected 20 per cent provincial 
hike in their tuition fees met last 
night to plan strategy. 

The McGill Association of 
International Students (MAIS) 
has come out strongly against the 
increasethat could put differential 
fees up to a whopping $7000. 

MAIS President Lina Souki 
said international studentsare an 
easy target for the Québec 
government. “Who do they go 
for first? People who don’t vote. 
We don’t vote.” 

Students stressed the 
importance of the hikes relative 
to the value of their currency back 
home. One student said the 
devaluation of his country’s 
currency means the cost of 
studying in Canada rises well 
beyond inflation. 

Souki pointed out the value of 
international students in the 
academic community and the 
local economy. 

Lawrence Lang, an 
intemationalstudent advisor with 
McGill, said the administration 
does not support the hike. “My 
personal opinion is that you’re 
paying too much already,” he 
added. 

McGill has students from 124 
different countries. The last jump 
in international fees lead to 
decreased numbers from all 
countries except the U.S., Lang 
said. 

A demonstration is planned for 
next Tuesday. Meet at 12h on the 
Union Building steps. For more 
information or to help organize, 
contact Lina at 284-7604 or 
Johanne at 937-7543 or go to the 
next meeting this Friday, 16h30 in 
the Union cafeteria.

City non-committal on 
development of race track

While some 900 families in the Côte-des- 
Neiges area wait for homes, the city of Montréal 
has made no plans to develop low-cost housing 
on the recently purchased Blue Bonnets Race 
Track land. 

The Campeau corporation sold the land to 
the para-municipal organization Société 
d’habitation et de développement de Montréal 
on February 2 1 for $46 million, with the help of 
a $10 million loan from the city. 

Now housing activists are pressuring city hall 
to answer the needs of families awaiting homes. 

According to opposition councillor Marvin 
Rotrand, “The city has refused to make any 
commitment to developing low-cost social 
housing yet.” 

Meanwhile, developers are calling for 
commercial and industrial development on the 
site. Diane Girard, a representative of the para- 
municipal organization, said, “For the moment 
it is not known what development will occur but 
propositions are now taking place.” 

According to André Lavallée, member of the 
city executive responsible for urban development, 
the city is accepting several proposals, including 



residential use. 

In his press release dated February 21 1991 
Lavallée said, “The final development of this site 
will take place in coordination with the private 
sector." 

But Rotrand said it would be possible to 
developbothcommercialand residential projects. 

The site occupies approximately 146 acres 
which Rotrand said could be reduced by 20 
per cent and still accommodate stables, the 
racetrack and parking. The provincial 
government has promised $15 million for 
renovations to keep the track operational at least 
until 1998. 

The remaining land could be sold for 
commercial and industrial development to 
recoup some of the track’s debts, Rotrand said. 

Such a project would allow some 30 acres for 
the development of low cost public housi ng, and 
could collect $3 million in rent for the city, he 
said. 

But according to David Faguy of Project 
Genesis, “It will take at least five years to develop 
any plan for affordable low cost housing.” 

Girard said the land was purchased at $7.81 
per square foot. “It was too good a deal to give 
up,” she said. 
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The best kept 
secret 

McGill, like the military, operates its own justice system. 

We all know about the committees set up for students who plagarize or 
students who appeal grades they feel they don’t deserve. There are no 
channels in the real world to handle these kinds of conflicts. 

But when a person files a sexual assault complaint at McGill they exit the 
legal system where violent crimes are normally handled. 

While we can find out what happens in the courts, we haven’t a clue 
what goes on when a student goes through university channels. Files, 
reports, precedents and recommendations are kept confidential as are 
‘verdicts’ and punishments, if there are any. 

That’s why we don’t know what happened to McGill’s investigation of 
defendants in the alleged Zeta Psi gang rape. And it’s part of the reason we 
didn’t hear about the alleged rape at Phi Delta Theta for over a year. 

Confidentiality is important to McGill’s disciplinary procedures. It is 
an important right, and maybe it works in the sexual harassment cases the 
policy is designed for. But how does McGill deal with its home-turfrapists? 

Not that we can claim McGill’s approach to sexual assault cases is 
unjust. We simply do not know. 

But we know enough to be suspicious. If McGill cared as much for 
women’s rights as it did for its own reputation, there would be the 
reassurance of checks on university decisions. Now, McGill’s sexual har- 
assment procedure gives the Principal final say in decisions that cannot be 
appealed. 

A woman who takes a sexual assault case to McGill must remember that 
her “options” include legal action in the courts. 

On campus these issues are tried in an ivory closet.

All we did was to take responsibility 
as dissident men, identify and protest 
the sexism in these displays, along with 
enough Montréalcrs to bring City Hall 
to become more responsive to citizens 
than to corporate interests. It is to the 
credit of Ms. Léa Cousineau’s tireless 
advocacy that the boys on the MCM 
Executive finally honoured their party 
platform with some degree of action. 

But the sexual exploitation and 
violation of women arc still big busi- 
ness in Montréal, with assorted 
pscudolibcrals defending them as hal- 
lowed ground. And women’s shelters 
go on seeing the effects of all that 
“harmless” woman-hating pom that 
men are more often buying than fight- 
ing.

Speakers will illuminate the ways in which the New World 
Order which George Bush creates in the Middle East is really 
just an old world order, at work in Latin America, South Africa, 
among First Nations’ peoples in Canada and elsewhere.

In 
Kuwait, dozensof Palestinians havcbccn gunned down by Un- 
organized death squads and 10 000 more sit in concentration 
camps. 

You’d think having 1200 foreign journalists in a tiny coun- 
try like Kuwait would force the New World Order to exercise 
some restraint. It makes you wonder who made up that phrase, 
‘The first casualty of war is truth’. It just ain’t so. There’s no 



truth during peace cither. The war in the Gulf is officially 
over, but the truth about how the New World Order works 
is still buried under the rubble of Baghdad.

All countries arbitrarily set 
criteria for nationality and immigra- 
tion. For example people of non-Japa- 
nese origin whether born abroad or in 
Japan cannot get Japanese citizenship 
while foreign -born Japanese canobtain 
citizenship. Among others, countries 
like Canada, Kuwait, the USA and Swit- 
zerland also have arbitrary immigra- 
tion policies.

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A matter of

In the wake of Patrick Booth's acquittal of the alleged rape at 
Phi Delta Theta, women on campus are becoming increasingly 
critical of the University's procedures governing sexual assault, 
as well as the University's relationship to fraternities. The Daily 
spoke to McGill principal David Johnston about some of these 



concerns.

Daily; What was your reaction to the 
court ruling in the Patrick Booth case? 

Johnston: Well, I read the newspaper re- 
ports and I found them somewhat confusing. 

How so? 

It was difficult for me to understand the 
judgement fully from my reading of the 
newspaper reports. 

You don’t think the judgement was an 
accurate one? 

Well, I found it a confusing judgement. 

Whateffectdoyou think this kindofcase 
has on McGill’s reputation? 

I think it is always negative to have events 
involving McGill students of this kind. 

Could you outl ine McGill’s sexual assaul t 
policy andyour role in it. My understanding 
is that you have final jurisdiction in some 
cases when a sexual assault is reported on 
campus. 

There area number ofdifferent procedures 
to deal with student discipline matters, to 
deal with criminal law matters, to deal with 
sexual harassment. One could identify four 
or five separate policies that relate in one way 
or another to sexual assault. 

What I’m gettingatisthatalotofwomen 
on campus are becoming somewhat 
suspicious of McGill’s approach to sexual 
assault. There’s a perceived secrecy 
surrounding assaults on campus. For 
example no one heard of the Patrick Booth 
case for nearly a year, and there is still a lot 
of confusion over what happened to the 
defendants in the Zeta Psi case. How would 
you respond to those fears? 

Well I would want more specific infor- 
mation on what those fears are, I would have 
great difficulty responding to the kind of 
question you just put. 

The question relates to groups on campus 
dealing with women’s issues who still don’t 
know the outcome of the Zeta Psi case, or 
even if the investigation is still happeningat 
McGill. 

Specific cases involving student discipline 
are confidential to those students, and that’s 
the position of discipline of any kind in the 
university. One does not discuss with news- 
papers specific aspects of disciplinary action 
taken against a student, staff member, or 
professor. 

You don’t think women on campus have 
the right to know the outcomeof these cases? 

I think with individual discipline cases it is 
important to keep the discipline confidential 
to the people disciplined. 

What is your impression of fiat-life on 
campus? What kind of a role do you think 
fiats play in student life? 

Well, fraternities are not on campus, as 
you know. Fraternities are private organisa- 
tions that develop off campus either with 
purchased or rented housing, so that it would 
be difficult for me to comment on fraternities 



as an on-campus activity, to use your lan- 
guage. 

But fiats are definitely McGill-oriented. 
Most of their members are McGill students 
and they are a part of McGill life. 

Well, I think one has to be very careful 
because I think your next question will then 
be what responsibility should McGill univer- 
sity as an entity take towards fraternities. 

My answer to your second question is that 
McGill fraternities are independent associa- 
tions that develop because they meet a need 
for their members. And McGill does not have 
a policy with respect to fraternities. I think 
McGill enourages students to organize living 
arrangements that suit them best, and expects 
them to behave, both to observe the law of the 
land and to observe courtesy and civility to 
other students, other neighbours, other 
people. 

Despite the fact that the university 
doesn’t officially recognize frats, they do 
nonetheless renthomes from theUniversity. 
Four firats have their houses on university 
property. Could you clarify this 
relationship? 

Well, its a landlord-tenant relationship

and one would expect the tenants to behave 
as good tenants should. 

Do you foresee McGill taking action as a 
landlord? For example, in the U.S. two frats 
were just suspended from universities for 
similar violence - rape, and hazing violence. 

I think you’d have to be more specific. If 
you’re suggesting that any tenant of McGill 
behaves in an illegal or inappropriate fash- 
ion, certainly one would want to examine the 
landlord-tenant relationship. It’s important 
that any tenants of McGill University govern 
themselves with proper respect for the law of 
the land and proper respect for their neigh- 
bours. 

Do you think McGill could have played a 
role in avoiding incidents such as rapes on 
campus, at fraternities. 

I’d have to have a more specific question 
than that, 1 think. 

Forexample.Quecn’suniversitydoesnot 
allow a student to be a member of the 
students’ society who is also a member of a 



frat. They don’t have frats on university 
property. 

Well, I would have to indicate what I just 
said a moment ago, that there is no McGill 
policy with respect to fraternities. Fraterni- 
ties can develop or not develop as their 
members wish. Are you suggesting that fra- 
ternities should not be able to rent homes 
that are McGill homes? 

That’s exactly what a lot of women on 
campus are suggesting. 

Well, certainly one would have to exam- 
ine with any landlord-tenant relationship 
whether the tenants are conducting them- 
selves as proper tenants should. 

Is this something McGill will be looking 
at in the future? 

I think we constantly look at landlord- 
tenant relationships. In fact there has been 
some concerns about rowdiness of fraterni- 
ties going back three or four years, in fact two 
leases were not renewed for just that reason.

At rent time, three of twelve fraternities at 
McGill make out their cheques to the 
University. 

McGill currently rents houses to Psi 
Upsilon, Delta Upsilon and Beta Theta Pi. It 
rented a fourth house, on University St. just 
below Pine, to Delta Kappa Epsilon until 
September 1989. 

Farrell said the fraternities are generally 
given five-year leases subject to annual 
revision. Rent is charged according to the 
number of people living in the house, about 
$300 per person each month. 

According to McGill real estate manager 
Peter Farrell, the frat houses are strictly 
investment properties. The University 
purchased the properties in the sixties as 
potential academic buildings but has not 
converted them, partly due to city zoning 
laws restricting the buildings to residential 
use. 

“We have to get back a rate of return on 
our investments,” Farrell said. Farrell would 
not comment when asked if McGill considers 
renting the tum-of-the-century buildings to 
frats good investment practise. 

Barry Cross, commercial property 
manager for Prudential Canada, said his 
company would consider a fraternity house a 
fairly high insurance risk. He said that if he 
were to insure a fraternity he would charge 



double the average rental building premium. 

But Farrell said McGill pays rates to the 
University’s insurance office based only on 
the book value of the building. 

McGill pays for “regular landlord repairs” 
on thebuildings.The University also recently 



each student will pay $250 per month. 

There are no plans, however, to develop 
other McGill-owned frat houses. “Not unless 
they give up their rights to their leases,” said 
Farrell. 



funded renovations on all 
three buildings due to 
“normal wear and tear,” 
Farrell said. But, he 
added, “we recouped that 
from the fraternities 
through rent increases." 

McGill does not pay 
for damages caused by 
fraternity members, 
Farrell said. 

The former Delta 
Kappa Epsilon building, 
now empty, will be 
converted into student 
apartments possibly by 
nextfall.McGillstudents 
will be able to lease 
individual rooms in 
communal apartments 
(an arrangement similar 
to that àt Solin Hall). 
Farrell estimated the rent 
for the entire building, 
after renovations, at 
$80 000 a year. If 25 
students share the rent,
